Germans Renew Powerful Attacks in Montdidi 


Region—French Backed Up by Reserves 


Offering Desperate Resistance 


BOSTON, March uO.—The whole Ar- 


menian race is in peril of extinction 
through the threatened combination of 
hostile Turks and Tartars in the Cau- 
casus, according to a. cablegram re- 
ceived today by tho American board 
of commissioners for foreign missions. 
The message, forwarded through the 
courtesy of the state department, was 
from Rev. Ernest A. Yarrow of the 
board's staff who lias been ut the head 
of the largo committee of American 
relief workers in and around Erlvan, 
Russia. Dr. Yarrow says: 


"Tiflis. There Is an extremely criti- 


cal political situation in the Caucasus. 
The Turkish advance terrifies the Ar- 
menians, and tho Caucasian Tartars 
who arc unfriendly to the Armenian

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FIGHT BILL TO PUT WAR INDUSTRIES 


UNDER GOVERNMENT INSPECTION 


Postoffice Star Route Service to Help the Farmers 


—No Easter Egg Rolling at White House— 
"Uncle Joe" Cannon Active at Eighty—Other 
Washington Items

WASHINGTON, D. C., March. 30.— 


Tho plan to organize a Federal Bureal 
o£ Insurance and 
put 
government 


buildings, munition 
plants and all 


other war industries under govern- 
ment inspection and insurance is not 
dead, li< spite o£ rumors to that effect. 


. A bill for such a pla'i has already 


been prepared and Its 
simultaneous 


imr<vuction in senate and house is 
ill-, improbable. At least that is the 
present intention of men who favor 
such a system of war risk insurance. 


Of course something may happen tu 


hold back the pressing of the matter 
at this time, but those interested have 
by no means 
abandoned 
the 
idea. 


The details of the bill are being care- 
fully guarded from publicity but it is 
known to cover a wide 
scope. 
It 


would give to proposed bureau—under 
direction of the president—power to 
license inspectors who would be au- 
thorized to lix insurance rates in the 
plants and -buildings and also on ad- 
jacent property. It provides that the 
bureau may prescribe flre prevention 
protection and protection from other 
casualties. Tho bureau, so it is un- 
derstood, would have power, on the 
•part of the United States, to insure by 
private insurance and do whatever it 
might deem necessary to provide ade- 
quate protection. Men 
licensed 
by 


flic bureau would be 
empowered 
to 
take possesion of any reports relating 
to such plants or to 
the 
adjacent 


properts'. The 
bureau 
vrould have 


authority to prescribe, not only the 
rules for guarding the property, but 
would also name the persons who 
should be placed on guard and who 
would receive licenses, and no unli- 
censed person could have access to 
the records. 
Moreover it is planned by the advo- 
cates of the bill to authorize the pres- 
ident to requisition all records, during 
the period of the war. The bill pro- 
vides severe penaltieu for failure to 
abide by its terms and while the pre- 
miums and profits would revert to the 
U S treasury, a sum approximately 
five million dollars will be asked for 
to meet payments and losses. 
The bill will meet with vigorous 


opposition if it ' is 
introduced, 
and 


many members of congresn 
predict 


it will never get beyond the commit- 
too to which it may be referred. On 
the other hand, if it its an adminis- 
tration measure—as 
is 
rumored—it 


will have many advocates, as thus far 
practically nil bills which have the 
support of the administration as war 
"measures, have been passed.

to be covered is 78 miles. It

convinced, and 


in most cases captivated. No gover- 
nor of Massachusetts ia the last forty 
years approached his hig'c. standard of 
oratory.

Long 
was scholarly, Gov. Robinson 
was 


clear and polished, Gov. Kifesell was 
an able debater, fluent ajid^ convincing, 
but Gov. Greeahohje-nad all of theso 
qualities combined and in addition 
he possessed in tt high degree the po- 
etic imagination that gave his oratory 
a wealth of imagery rarely equalled 
The 
only orator 
of

When, in May of .last year. Marshal 


Joffre was succeeded in the command 
of the French armies operating on 
the French front, by General Henri 
Phillippe Petain, and General Nivelle 
was placed in command of a group of 
armies, General Foch succeeded Pe- 
tain as chief of the general staff of 
he ministry of war, a post he has 
leld up to the present, all the while 
vorking diligently upon the strategic 
moves in which the French have been 
io successful.

STATE READY TO ASSIST

STATE HOUSE. Boston, March 30. 


—Options have been taken by the 
commonwealth, 
through 
the state 


board o£ agriculture, on 1,000 motor 
tractors of a well-known make, and 
already gome of the machines are on 
the way to Boston, 


If there is sufficient demand, the 


entire number will be brought into 
Massachusetts and will be available 
for plowing, harrowing, 
cultivating 


and such other work as a tractor cai 
do in agriculture in 
Ma.'isachusett 


lields. 


They are not Intended to bo oper 
ated exclusively by-the state boarc 
as the board stands ready to sell an 
number of them 
to 
individuals 
o 


groups of individuals for $790 each 
delivered, but without the "accessor 
ies." Equipped 
with plow, harrow 


and other/ necessary farming machin 
ery, the price of each tractor will be 
about $1.100. 


State-owned tractors will be sen' 
into 
the various farming 
districts 


where at least 100 acres of suitable 
land is available and readily accessi- 
ble, and they will do the plowing and 
harrowing, getting the soil ready for 
planting for $5 per acre. Alter 
the 
tractors have done their. work, the 
state will have seeders, grain drills 
reapers, binders, potato diggers 
anc 


threshing machines to follow in the 
order their services are needed. 
Already the board has heard from 


one town in which the farmers have 
combined and agreed to offer 1.200 
acres of land for tillage by the state- 
owned machines, and other communi- 
ties are making inquiries. The inter- 
est in the proposition appears to be 
general, In fact, that it may noi 


bo necessary for the board to send out 
agents to explain the possibilities of 
the plan. Farmers 
generally appear 


to have followed the discussion in the 
legislature over the bill which per- 
mits the board to engage in the work, 
and as soon as they were advised of 
its passage they decided to find out 
what it had in store for them Individ 
ually. 


Many farmers, however, have re 


ported that they do not need the 
tractors; 
that 
they 
are equipped 


to plow, harrow and plant all the land 
they own, but what they need is help 
for the harvesting and threshing. If 
they can be assured that they will be 
taken care of when the harvest sea- 
son comes along, so that their crops 
will not be lost, they will go the limit 
in planting.

gram of the board has -begun with 
hay-baling A baling

and shipped into Berkshire county to 
bale about 2,500 tons of hay that has 
been lying In barns, practically un- 
marketable, while carloads of 
baled 


hay were being 
brought 
into the 


county from points even outside of 
the state. 


Large farmers have the best oppor- 


tunity to profit from the state's as- 
sistance, as it is necessary to confine 
the operations of tractors to 
large 
tracts of territory. They do not take 
kindly to hard roads. They need large 
jobs in order that they may be em- 
ployed to the fullest advantage, yet 
the small land owner need not be en- 
tirely overlooked. If there is a group 
of farmers owning jointly as many as 
100 acres in close proximity, they may 
combine to secure the service of a 
state tractor at 55 per aero, and the 
state will stay on the job until the 
work is finished. Hence any city or 
town that Id awake to its opportunity 
may now organize its farming citi- 
zens and secure a part of the benefits 
of the $100,000 made available l> the 
legislature.

The most care- 
ful inspection of all parts cannot al- 
ways detect the work of spies in such 
cases. There is but one way to get 
over this danger—find the spies and 
shoot them. 


It may be possible that some of the 


accidents at the aviation camps may 
have been due to defects In mac.ilnes 
deliberately planned by enemy work- 
men. 


There must be an investigation of 


this whole matter in order that the 
guilty parties, If found, may be pun- 
ished and that the building of aero- 
planes for service In France may be 
pushed with the utmost haste.
